“Give us their names,” members 
shouted. “Who are they? Who are

Finn” The government made no 
enswer. 

The scene was precipitated by Sir 
Hamar Greenwood’s smashing attack 
of Asquith’s policy, after the former 
premier had bitterly criticized the 
[dloyd-George program.

Although declaring that he acted 
purely as a private citizen in mak- 
ing an informal call during his va- 
cation visit to the canal zone, the 
president-elect conveyed in an earn- 
est manner to the Panama executive 
his desire to see Panama establish- 
ed firmly in the affection of her 
southern neighbors.

Bl STEEL PLANT 
UPENS IN SPRING 


Atlanta to Be Headquar- 
ters for International 


ration, $10,000,000 Plant 


Coming to Georgia. 


Definite announcement that At- 
lanta will be financial headquarters 
for the International Stee? and Mo- 
tors: corporation, a $10,000,000 in- 
stitution, and that a huge plant will 
be established just north of Rome 
to turn out a line of general steel 
products, was made Wednesday by 
officials of the body. 

The big plant of the corporation, 
Which will be established about ten 
miles north of Rome on a moun- 
tain railroad, will cost approximate- 
ly $1,000,000, officials stated Wed- 
nesday night. 

K. L. Jones, of Atlanta, one of 
the principal stockholders and a di- 
rector in the company, stated Wed- 
nesday that the plant would be 
ready for operation not sooner than 
during the spring of 1921, due to 
the large program of construction 
which is planned. A small plant, 
which is already located on the 
grounds will be taken over by the 
company to form the nucleus for 
the larger establishment. New ad- 
ditions will be made to this plant, 
Mr. Jones stated, and when these 
alterations are completed the es- 
tablishment will be one of the larg- 
est and most modernly equipped in 
this section of the country. 

The plant will make steel castings, 
motor parts and a general line of 
steel products,. and will offer em- 
ployment to a large number of men. 

A. large part of the capital to be 
expended will be Georgia money, al- 
though .quite’a large per cent will 
be ferefign capital. 

The plant will operate, Mr. Jones 
staged, on the very rich ore de- 
posits in that section of the state. 
It is estimated: that the supply of 
ore is practically inexhaustible. 

Mr. Jones also.stated that when 
mention of the'plant was first made 
it°was planned to turn out nothing 
but motor ‘parts, but that dte to 
the emergency- resulting from the 
war and the financial changes that 
ensued, the plant will turn out a 
full line of steel products. 

Henry L. Brittain, president of the 
company, is well known in con- 
struction circles over the entire 
country, having buiit‘the Terry ship- 
building yards and other large in- 


dustrial plants. 

Among the other well known of- 
ficers and directors are: H. Abner 
Dean, active vice president of the 
Towers Sullivan Manufacturing 
company, of Rome, Ga.; John Dowi-

Probably no Thanksgiving day .in 
the history of our country can equal 
in joy and genuine thankfulness that 
of 1918 when the guns upon foreign 
fields had scarcely ceased to thun- 
der.

Indiana Man Loses. 

A feature of the morning session 
was the story of N. L. Davis, of 
Lafayette, Ind,, who was brought 
to the courthouse by Chief of De- 
tectives Lamar Poole. Mr. Davis 
stated that he had lost $5,000 in 
Atlanta recently, and had made no 
mention of his loss until he read 
in the papers of the sweeping inves- 
tigation being made into the gam- 
bling houses in the city, and then he 
took the train for Atlanta to testify. 

Earnings of Lifetime. 

He stated, that the $5,000 which 
he lost represented the earnings of 
a lifetime, and that now he was in 
financial difficulties. He said that 
while on a train en route to Ten- 
nessee he met a-man, who gave his 
name as Frank Douglas and de- 
scribed the fortunes that were being 
made in Atlanta overnight.

“I called at Solicitor Boykin’s of- 
fice to make an investigation,” said

URGES BANKS TO JOIN 
U. S. RESERVE SYSTEM 


Congressman W. D. Upshaw left 
Atlanta last night en route to Wash- 
ington, where he expects to arrive 
in time for the meeting of con- 
gress, December 3. Mr. Upshaw will 
gz0 by way of North Carolina and 
will fill various speaking engage- 
ments throughout the state. 

“I go to Washington,” he said, 
“to begin the last lap of my first 
term in congress. I approach this 
session and the full session of the 
8ixty-seventh congress with deep 
concern for the problems that con- 
front the nation, and especially 
those that immediately affect the 
south. 

“As an aid to the solution of 
pressing financial problems I verily 
believe that I could not wtsh a bet- 
ter thing. for Georgia than the 
prompt unten of every bank in the 
state with the federal reserve sys- 
tem. The fact that every national 
bank already belongs and enjoys the 
financial fellowship should encour- 
age all their neighbors to join. 

The leaders of the Federal Re- 
serve bank are only human and 
therefore they may make mistakes. 
I frankly think they have. But the 
Principles underlying this great sys- 
tem are governmentally sound. If 
mistakes have been made let the 
six hundred non-member banks in 
Georgia come in and help correct 
them. They would have their pro- 
portional voice. 

“Evidently some reconstruction 
measures will soon be adopted, but 
the Federal Reser bank, which 
was organized primarily to prevent 
Wall Street manipulations of the na- 
tion's finances and which carried the 
country so successfully through the 
shock and strain of the world war, 
carries within it the inherent qual- 
ities of general financial emancipa- 
tiontion. It would be a great inspi- 
ration to other states if it could be 
announced that all the banks of 
Georgia had joined the great fed- 
eral reserve system. It would but- 
tress a sane and wholesome, gov- 
ernmental purpose and give a new 
eaning to that old truism: ‘In 
on there is strength.’ ”

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How Men of Atlanta Can 
~ Become Good Housekeepers

The most practtcal plans are bemg passed on through the ward 
committees of the City Federation of Women’s clubs, in the effort of 
the men and women to make Atlanta permanently a cleaner city, and 
the slogan now is “Clean your own premises and your neighbor will 
It is a well known fact that it makes no matter how 


good a housekeeper is, or how, bad she is, she does not like to have 
any, one remind her about her housekeeping, or even advise her about 
it, for whether she keeps a good house or not every woman believes

For vhat reason Mrs. R. M. Striplan has compiled, with the assist- 
ance of J. T. Robinson, of the Community Service department, Cham- 
ber of Commerce, a series of recommendations whicl are published 
today that all the men of the community may see them, and know all 
the little things about keeping premises clean. 
| The Recommendations Are: 


1. Put furth effort to see and stimulate 
every one in your ward to be busy in 
looking after premises and in keeping them 
clean. If we can get every one in the 
city to clean their own premises we will 
be assured of the fact that Atlanta is a 
cleaner city. 

2. Instruct every one to burn all trash 
possible in their back yards, and to use 
all of the ashes from the furnace in filling 
the holes in the alleys. 

3. Urge every: family to paint their 
buildings, as this fall is a good time to do 
such work. Further urge upon them to 
make such improvements around their 
homes as to improve the looks of the 
place, and to urge them to try and keep 
as little trash and rubbish as possible from 
getting «on to the streets in front of their 
homes. 

4. At every meeting you attend the 
clean-up campaign should be called to the 
attention of this body, and they should be 
asked to advocate the movement and to 
co-¢perate in making the campaign a suc- 
cess. 

5. Encourage each family to stress to 
their children the necessity of keeping 
waste paper, strings and all rubbish in 
trash boxes and never to throw trash of 
any kind on the ground. 

6. Call attention to the city law making 
it a finable offense to spit on the side- 
walk, Stress the moral, beautiful and 
healthful side of a cleaner Atlanta and 
how the clean-up campaign will help to 
bring these things about. 

7. Each ward cnairman should make her 
efforts so impressive and the spirit and 
desire to have a clean home and city that 
this desire will last for the time to come 
and just not for a few days. If we can 
teach this one thing to the people we will 
be well repaid for all the effort. 

& The ward chairman should get in touch 
with every group of people or organiza- 
tion in their ward, and get them to assist 
in the campaign and whenever possible as 
many meetings as possible should be held 
in reference to the clean-up campaign. 

9. The Ward chairman is given author- 
ity to use any means and to do anything 
that they see fit in organizing to carry 
on the campaign so as to receive the 
greatest results. 

10. Each chairman should appoint at least 
ten members from the ward to assist in 
organizing the ward and to carry on the 
work. -These ten can appoint ten more to 
work under them in carrying on the cam- 
paign in their ward. Tie more people 
working for the success of the clean-up 
campaign the greater the success of the 
movement. If possible a house to house 
canvas should be made informing the peo- 
ple of the campaign and they should be 
usked as individuals to assist by clean- 
ing up. 

11. The public schools in the city will be 
asked to co-operate in the movement and 
to organize so they. will keep cleaner 
school grounds and to instill into each 
child the lesson of keeping things clean; 
so organize the schools, so the children 
will assist in keeping a cleaner’ school 
yard, and to instill the spirit into each 
child of keeping things clean so strongly 
that each child will take that spirit into 
their home and assist their parents in keep- 
ing the home and yard clean. 

Letters will be sent to all clubs and or- 
ganizations in the city asking that they co- 
operate in making the movement a success. 

Each ward chairman should get the peo- 
ple in their ward to report anything that 
they consider a menace to the community. 

The city of Atlanta promises its support 
in every way to make the campaign* a 
success. Each chairman should get in 
touch with the ward inspectors as soon 
as possible and talk matters over and 
form plans of operation. You can feel 
sure that the ward inspectors will help 
and assist you in every way possible. 

The chairman of each ward should make 
a written report of the things attempted 
and accomplished in their wards to the 
chairman of the clean-up campaign at the 
chamber of commerce. 

The chairman of the clean-up campaign 
and the community service department of 
the chamber of commerce will see that the 
movement gets the proper amount of pub- 
licity, and will offer the chairman in each 
ward every assistance possible to make 
their work more effective. The chairmen 
are requested to call upon these parties 
wheneverd they see fit. Any other niforma- 
tion that is desired can be secured by 
calling at the chamber of commerce or 
caHing over the phone,

NEAR-SIGHTEDNESS AND 
VISION. 


The near-sighted eye is too long 
from front to back. It is often de- 
termined by a skull shape which is 
long from front to back. The Teu- 


tonic skull is that shape and near- 
sightedness is therefore common in 
persons of Teutonic nativity. The 
Indian and negro skulls are rather 
short from front to back, and in 
these races near-sightedness is rare. 


Far-sightedness may be compen- 
sated to a certain degree by strain- 
ing to focus the eyesight, but there 


is no way in which the near-sight- 
ed eye can overcome its deficiency, 
save by artificial lenses. By squint- 
ing the lids, so that some of the 
marginal rays of light are excluded, 
the near-sighted may make vision 
slightly clearer, but only slightly. 
Near-sightedness tends to prog- 
ress from bad to worse from year 


to year, up to the age of twenty to 
twenty-five years, when it general- 
ly does not show further increase. 


If the child is carefully treated 


from the earliest discovery of the 
defect of vision, which is usually 
around the age of seven or eight 
years, fairly good vision will be re- 
tained throughout life. If the near- 
sightedness is not recognized and 
properly treated the eyes may un- 
dergo grave changes whieh may 
threaten vision itself. 


By proper treatment I mean the 


regular care and advice of the ocu- 
list. When the oculist has meas- 
ured the child’s vision and consider- 
ed the child’s individual require- 
ments he will prescribe the ‘proper 
lenses and instruct the child or 
parents as to the care of the eyes. 


A nnmber of young persons write 
me and ask whether it will not be 
better for them to leave off their 
glasses part of the time, although 
they are near-sighted and cannot 
see clearly without the glasses. 
They harbor a notion that they 
should “exercise” the eye, and that 
the constant use of glasses will 
somehow “weaken the sight.” Both 
of these ideas are groundless in any 
case, and in the case of near-sight- 
edness it is.very bad policy to omit 
the glasses at any time when the 
eyes are to be used. The glasses 
save the eyes. 

Near-sightedness is never “out- 
grown.” Well, for that matter, no 
other anatomical defect or disease 
is ever outgrown. 

(The technical name for near- 
sightedness is myopia, and near- 
sighted individuals are called my- 
opes.)

It is pointed out today by some 
delegations that the speed shown 
by these committees in getting on 
with their work may mean pro- 
longed discussions when their re- 
ports come before the assembly as 
the committees may decide by a 
majority vote while that of the as- 
sembly must be unanimous. 

The question of amendments, no- 
tably promises further debate, as 
the Scandinavians'do not accept the 
report of the amendments commit- 
tee and will fight it on the floor, 
Of the most important subjects on 
the agenda there remain the econ- 
omic blockade, the international 
court, mandates and the relations 
between the counci) of the league 
and the assembly. The last named 
subject is expected to give ri to 
the sharpest contention. It involves 
discussion of the proposition of Hon- 
orio Pueyrredon, of Argentina, that 
all members of the council be elect- 
ed by the assembly, which might 
take control of the council from the 
powers who, under the treaty of 
Versailles, were given five out of 
the nine members of the council to 
be appointed by themselves. 


Proposes International Staff. 


Projects for an internatronal 
staff. proposed by Leon Bourgeois 
of France at the Versailles confer- 
ence and rejected there, were re- 
viewed here yesterday in a pro- 
1 nged discussion regarding the re- 
duction of armaments 

M. Bourgeois, first of all, declared 

that the carrying out of the Ver- 
sailles treaty must be assured be- 
fore di#armament was possible. He 
declared that in order to make that 
treaty effective, some military or- 
ganization such as he had proposed 
at the peace conference was re- 
qvired. 
Details of this discussion made 
known late last night indicated that 
the sentiment prevails in the com- 
mittee on disarmament that it is 
impossible to secure at present a 
general scrapping of war materials. 
On the other hand, Signor Schanzer, 
an Italian member, pointed out the 
danger to the league in the disap- 
pointment of the masses if nothing 
should be done. 

There is some uncertaintv rela- 
tive to the admission of Luxem- 
bourg and Finland to the league, 
but it is said that it is probable 
that they may be invited to join by 
a majority of the delegates. Mon- 
tenegro’s eleventh hour application 
has not as yet been discussed and 
sentiment would appear to indicate 
that Albania may not be admitted.. 

To Propose Amendments, 

Notwithstanding the decision. of 
committee No. 1, on general organ- 
ization, yesterday, which ruled that 
there should be no amendments to 
the covenant of the league at this 
session of the assembly, some pro- 
posed amendments will be brought 
up again by the Swiss delegation. 
The delegation will ask the com- 
mittee on general organization to 
consider a proposition to choose 
the four election members of the 
council from among diff-rent states 
successively, ith only one term ex- 
piring each year. The Swiss rep- 
resentatives, with the support of 
Scandinavian delegates, will also 
ask the same committee to report 
a@ proposition for fixed meetings 
of the assembly 

Antonio Huneus, chief of the 
Chilean representatives and chair- 
man of the committee on admission 
of new states, told the Associated 
Press last night that he has the 
best of impressions regarding the 
progress of the ,assembly, and ex- 
pressed his conffdence that the re- 
sult of the present meeting will 
be fruitful Senor Huneus declared 
he expecte@ the attitude of the 
United States toward the league 
would be defined soon after the 
n°w senate meets, and he thinks 
the’ decision will be to come into 
the league rather than “frustrate 
the greatest effort humanity has 
ever made to assure its own pres- 
ervation.” 

In connection with the applica- 
tion of Montenegro for admission 
into the league of nations, it may 
be borne in mind that the Monre- 
negrin parliament late in 1918 de- 
clared for the merging of Monte- 
negro with the kingdom of the 
Serbs, Croats and Slovenes, usually 
known as Jugo-Slavia. King Nich- 
olas, of Montenegro, however, re- 
fused to recognize the act as val- 
id, and claims have been freely 
made by Montenegrin representa- 
tives that the people as a whole 
were being subjected to Serbian 
domination, these statements meet- 
ing emphatic denial by the Serb- 
ian8 The Montenegrin so-called 

‘overnment has existed since the 
war only at Neuilly, a suburb of 
Paris, where Nicholas has. made 
his headquarters 


German’s Protest. 


Germany’s protest against the 
method adopted by the league of 
nations in awarding mandates over 
former German colonies was ex- 
pected to come before the assembly. 
Delegate Millen, of Australia, yes- 
terday introduced a resolution that 
the protest be laid before the as- 
sembly before being referred to a 
committee and a discussion was de- 
cided upon. 

Amendments to the covenant of 
the league will not come before this 
session. of the society, it- has been 
decided. The league, as it is at 
present working, has not had time 
to fully show defects in the cove- 
nant, and a special committee wi:l 
be charged with a study of the 
league’s operations and asked to 
proposa any necessary amendments 
at the next meeting 

Scandinavian countries will be in- 
vited to send small detachments to 
Lithuania to take part in the work 
of keeping order there during the 
plebiscite to be held soon 

New nations formed from parts 
of the former Russian empire will 
not be admitted to the league, for 
the present at least. Bulgaria, 
Austria, Albania, Luxembourg and 
Finland, however, may become 
members at once although Monte- 
negro, which has applied for mem- 
bership, may be forced to wait fo» 
some time before being accorded a 
place. 


NOTE ON ARMENIA 
SENT TO WILSON. 


New York, November 24.—The as- 
sembly of the league of nations, 
meeting in Geneva, has sent a com- 
munication regarding American co- 
operation in Armenian affairs to 
President Wilson, according to a 
cable message received at the Near 
Eact relief headquarters here to- 
day. 

The message was from Walter 
George Smith, of Philadelphia, one 
of the American delegates to the 
international Phil-Armenian con- 
ference which also has been in 
sessions in the Swiss city. He said 
the communication to the president 
was decided upon at yesterday’s 
meeting of the assembly. 


M’CORMICK CARRIES 
VIEWS OF HARDING. 


Paris, November 24.—United 
State Senator Medill McCormick, of 
Illinois, who sailed yesterday from 
New York for Europe, is crossing 
the Atlantic to lay Senator Har- 
ding’s personal views on the league 
of nations before governmental] 
chiefs, says a report from Genevua 
to The Echo de Paris.

STOCK MARKET 
STILL IRREGULAR 


New York, November 24.—The re- 
actionry trend of prices on the stock 
exchange today, in which many can- 
celled a substantial part of their re- 
cent recoveries suggested that finan- 
cial conditions imposed further re- 
vision of quoted values. 

Dealing were much smaller than 
on any previous day of the week, 
for which tomorrow’s holiday was 
probably responsible. The _  confi- 
dence manifested by the short inter- 


est, however, evidently had its justi- } 


fication in the ease with which the 
market receded. 

Money conditions remained easy, 
with an abundance of call loans at 
6 per cent, and more liberal offer- 
ings of time funds and purchases 
of merchants’ paper, but industrial 
and commercial advices merely con- 
firmed the growing conviction of an 
inevitable slackening of trade. 

I'urther cancellations of merchan- 
dise were referred to by. banking 
interests as one of the evils con- 
fronting the domestic business sit- 
uation, and the sharp decline of im- 
ports of luxuries threw an inter- 


| esting sidelight on the attitude of 


the buying public. Steel mills re- 
ported more cancellations on finish- 
ed contracts and sales of copper 
for home consumption weer made at 
14 cents, the lowest price in years. 

An extreme decline of almost nine 
points in Atlantic Gulf affected 
other shipings by 2 to 4% points. 
Representative industrials eased 1 
to 4 points, With oils and motors and

WHEAT TUMBLES 
ON HEAVY SALES 


Chicago, November 24.—Heavy 
selling pressure, much of it as- 
scribed to a leading New York 
trader, led to a severe break to- 
day if wheat prices. . Reports that 
300,000 barrels of flour without 
financial backing had been vainly 
seeking a buyer at Philadelphia 
were made much of by the bears. 
The market closed unsettled, 7 3-4 
to 9]-4c net lower, with December

$1.54 3-4@1.55. Corn lost 21-8@ 

21-2c and oats 7-8@1 1-4c. 
In provisions the outcome ranged 
from 15c decline to 82c advance. 

In addition to reports of distress 
in the flour trade at Philadelphia, 
the wheat market was confronted 
by news of down turns in stocks 
and cotton as well as by word of a 
bank failure in one of the richest 
agricultural counties in Illinois. 
Sentiment which yesterday favored 
the bull side, reversed itself quick- 
ly and there was a general rush to 
unload wheat recently purchased. 


Before the ensuing declines were 


ended, March delivery was down 
again to the minimum reached Mon- 
day, the season’s lowest. Export 
buying of large proportions devel- 
oped on the break and caused a 
little recovery in the late dealings 
Corn and oats sympathized wfth 
the weakness of wheat.

WILLIS E. VENABLE, 
PIONEER CHTIZEN, DIES 


He Was One of First Men in 
Atlanta to Open Soda 
Fount. 


Willis E. Venable, pioneer Atlan- 
tan, died suddenly Wednesday morn- 
ing at his farm on the Cascade road, 
nine miles from Atlanta. His At- 
lanta home was 286 Gordon street. 

Mr. Venable was proprietor of the 
Walton building soda fount, and was 
perhaps the oldest man in the soda 
fount business in the south in point 
of ‘rice. He installed the first 
modern soda fount in Atlanta when 
he was located in the old oNrcross 
building, where the Fourth National 


bank now stands. 

In 1883 Mr. Venable replaced his 
first foun’ with one costing about 
$10,000. Soon after the fount was 
put in operation the old building 
collapsed, destroying. the fount and 
all the fixtures. It was from this 
fount that the first coca-cola was 
dispensed, the formula soon after 
this time being sold to Asa Candler. 

Mr. Venable was 78 years of age. 
Surviving him are his wife, two 
daughters, Mrs. E. D. Eppler and 
Miss E. E. Venable, of Philadelphia, 
and a son, E. B. Venable, of At- 
lanta. Funeral arrangements have 
not yet been made.

Few will realize that this 25th 
day of November has any signifi- 
cance beyond our national holiday, 
but it is also marked upon the 
Romish calendar as the day of St. 
Catherine and St. Erasmus. By 
chance only it is also the anni- 
versary of the deaths of Lopez de la 
Vega, the famous Spanish dramatist; 
of Pope Lucius III.; of the great 
landscape painter, Calcott, and of 
Lockhart, biographer and _ son-in- 
law of Sir Walter Scott. 


“Feast of Tabernacle.” 


To return to the American mean- 
ing of the day, we find that the 
conception of an annual festival] as 
a harvest thanksgiving is welnigh 
as old as the human race. The idea 
did not spring ful born from the 
brain of Governor Bradford in 1621, 
for its growth can be traced from a 
feast and celebration of the Canaan- 
ites to the “Feast of Tabernacles” 
in Israel. 

The harvest festival in Greéce 
was held in honor of Demeter in 
Athens during November, and 
known as the “Thesmophoria.” Or 
October 4 the Romans observed the 
festival of Ceres. And in England 
the “harvest home” has been -hand- 
ed down since the times of Egbert 
the Saxon. Thus the American 
Thanksgiving is a natural out- 
growth of a harvest festival tradi- 
tion rooted far back in the begin- 
nings of history. 

The first authentic Thanksgiving 
was that of 1621, called by Governor 
Bradford. The custom was not slow 
in spreading. Governor Winslow 
in 1623 appointed a special day. Bos- 
ton celebrated the day in public in 
the year 1630. By 1632 the colonies 
had united in their observance of 
the festival. The first official and 
formal proclamation was issued in 
Massachusetts in 1677. 


Washington Revives Custom. 


The continental congress con- 
tinued to designate a day for 
thanksgiving during the revolution,

Urges Withdrawal. 

Expressing indignation at the 
murders and anxiety for the lack of 
discipline of the crown forces, Vis- 
count Grey declared that, unless the 
government could assume direct, 
real and effective control in Ireland, 
it would be better to withdraw the 
armed forces now. He wished the 
government to have all powers for 
punishing crime, but these powers 
must be exercised with real discre- 
tion and control, and if that were 
impossible the withdrawal was the 
better course. 

Voicing his doubt as to whether 
a constituent assemby or conven- 
tion to settle the question was prac- 
ticable now, and _ criticisirfe the 
financial clauses of the bill, the 
speaker urged the government to 
try to amend the bilf_ and make it 
more acceptable by more generosity 
regarding finance and by offering 
fiscal autonomy in the hope that it 
would bring about peace, instead of 
demanding peace as a condition of 
giving fiscal autonomy.

SHOWS BIG INCREASR 


Washington, November 24.—Larg- 
-er production of turpentine and ros- 
in this year.as compared with last 
year is reported by the bureau of 
chemistry of the department of agri- 
culture,. The output of turpentine 
is placed at 471.031 casks, compared 


with 366,000 last year, and of rosin, 
1,452,066 round barrels of approxi- 
mately 500 pounds each, compared 
with 1,237,000 barrels. last year. 
These figures do not include wood 
turpentine, wood rosin, and rosin re- 
claimed from still waste, which usu- 
ally amount to about 10 per cent 
of production. The totals combine 
the actual statistics of production 
to August 1 and producers’ estimates 
of production for the remainder of 
the season. The producers, the re- 
] port states, seem to have been over- 
conservative in their estimates and 
it is possible total production will 
be somewhat larger than calculated.
